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(54) CONTROL METHOD FOR NETWORK FACSIMILE SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve the usability of 
electronic mail by receiving the electronic mail from a 
mail server to a user, for which the operating flag of an 
information managing table is set into transfer operating 
state, concerning that user and transmitting the contents 
of that mail to the equipment of the polling transmission 
request source when polling transmission is requested. 
SOLUTION: Concerning the user for which the operating 
flag of the information managing table provided in 
network facsimile equipment FX is set to ON, facsimile 
picture information expressing the contents of electronic 
mail is stored from mail server equipment SM into an 
image storage device by the equipment FX and when 
the facsimile picture information of electronic mail is 

stored concerning an ID designated when the polling transmission is requested at the time of 
call termination, the picture information of that electronic mail is transmitted so that the user 
can deal with emergency or the like by confirming the contents of electronic mail at home after 
leaving his office, for example.

CLAIMS 

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A function of data on a Local Area Network of an exchange. 

A function of an exchange of facsimile information based on a facsimile-transmission 

procedure followed via a public network. 

Are the above the control method of a network facsimile system which it had, and the above- 
mentioned network facsimile machine, E-mail receiving pertinent information required when 
the user connects with a mail server and receives an E-mail for every user, It has an 
information management table which registered a flag of operation for specifying whether 
transfer operation of an E-mail is carried out, About a user set as the state where the above- 
mentioned flag of the above-mentioned information management table of operation carries out 
transfer operation of an E-mail. While receiving and saving an E-mail to the user from a mail 
server using E-mail receiving pertinent information registered into the above-mentioned 
information management table about the user, When a polling Request to Send is carried out 
and an E-mail is saved about a specified user, facsimile drawing information that the contents 
of the E-mail are expressed is transmitted to a facsimile machine of polling Request-to-Send 
origin. 

[Claim 2]A function of data on a Local Area Network of an exchange. 

A function of an exchange of facsimile information based on a facsimile-transmission 

procedure followed via a public network. 

E-mail receiving pertinent information required when it is the control method of a network 
facsimile system provided with the above, and the user connects with a mail server and 
receives an E-mail for every user, A flag of operation for specifying whether transfer operation 
of an E-mail is carried out, It has an information management table which registered a value of 
a priority of an E-mail which receives, About a user set as the state where the above- 
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mentioned flag of the above-mentioned information management table of operation carries out 
transfer operation of an E-mail. An E-mail to the user is received from a mail server using E- 
mail receiving pertinent information registered into the above-mentioned information 
management table about the user, When a value of a priority set as the E-mail is larger than a 
value of a priority registered into the above-mentioned information management table about 
the user, While saving the E-mail, a value of a priority set as a received E-mail, In being 
smaller than a value of a priority registered into the above-mentioned information management 
table about the user, when saving an E-mail about a user specified when a polling Request to 
Send was carried out [ not saving the E-mail ], Facsimile drawing information that the contents 
of the E-mail are expressed is transmitted to a facsimile machine of polling Request-to-Send 
origin. 

[Claim 3]A function of data on a Local Area Network of an exchange. 

A function of an exchange of facsimile information based on a facsimile-transmission 

procedure followed via a public network. 

E-mail receiving pertinent information required when it is the control method of a network 
facsimile system provided with the above, and the user connects with a mail server and 
receives an E-mail for every user, A flag of operation for specifying whether transfer operation 
of an E-mail is carried out, It has an information management table which registered 
identification information of a transmission source user who forwards an E-mail, About a user 
set as the state where the above-mentioned flag of the above-mentioned information 
management table of operation carries out transfer operation of an E-mail. An E-mail to the 
user is received from a mail server using E-mail receiving pertinent information registered into 
the above-mentioned information management table about the user, When the transmission 
source user of an E-mail who received is in agreement with a transmission source user's 
identification information registered into the above-mentioned information management table 
about the user, While saving the E-mail, a transmission source user of an E-mail who received, 
In not being in agreement with a transmission source user's identification information 
registered into the above-mentioned information management table about the user, when 
saving an E-mail about a user specified when a polling Request to Send was carried out [ not 
saving the E-mail ], Facsimile drawing information that the contents of the E-mail are 
expressed is transmitted to a facsimile machine of the polling Request-to-Send point. 

[Claim 4]Specification information on a mail server is included in said E-mail receiving pertinent 
information, Claim 1 characterized by receiving an E-mail to the user from a mail server 
corresponding to specification information on the mail server, claim 2, or a control method of 
the network facsimile system according to claim 3. 
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[Claim 5]When a file of a binary format is attached to said received E-mail, Claim 1 , wherein it 
also changes the attached file into facsimile drawing information and it transmits to a facsimile 
machine of polling Request-to-Send origin, claim 2, claim 3, or a control method of the network 
facsimile system according to claim 4. 

[Claim 6]Claim 1, wherein addition drawing information based on transmitting agency display 
information etc. which are included in header information of a received E-mail is added to said 
facsimile drawing information, claim 2, claim 3, claim 4, or a control method of the network 
facsimile system according to claim 5.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the lnvention]This invention The function of the data on a Local Area Network of an 
exchange, A network facsimile machine provided with the function of an exchange of the 
facsimile information based on the facsimile-transmission procedure followed via a public 
network, It is related with the control method of the network facsimile system which consists of 
a facsimile machine which exchanges facsimile information by a facsimile-transmission 
procedure between the above-mentioned network facsimile machines via a public network. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]ln recent years, the network facsimile machine provided with the 
function of the data on a Local Area Network of an exchange and the function of an exchange 
of the facsimile information based on the facsimile-transmission procedure followed via a 
public network is used. 

[0003]Since drawing information can be transmitted, for example to the user of the workstation 
device linked to a Local Area Network, and the group 3 facsimile machine connected to the 
public network, respectively if such a network facsimile machine is used, it is dramatically 
convenient. 

[0004]When the connected Local Area Network is further connected also to the Internet, 
drawing transmitting information operation can be performed also to the terminal unit 
connected to other Local Area Networks via the Internet. 

[0005]Since the drawing information from the facsimile machine connected to the public 
network can be distributed to the user of the workstation device linked to a Local Area 
Network, the availability of a facsimile network can be expanded substantially and it is 
dramatically convenient. This network facsimile machine is applicable also about the further 
communication configuration, such as carrying out relay transmission between network

[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the lnvention]On the other hand, the user of the workstation 
device connected to the Local Area Network is utilizing the E-mail for various connection etc. 
This E-mail is an information transmission means of a storage system, and since it does not 
need to exchange a message in real time, the user's user-friendliness is excellent. The same 
document can be distributed to two or more addresses, and simultaneous transmissive 
communication can be performed easily. Arbitrary binary data other than text can be included 
in text information as an attached file (file of MIME form), and it can utilize also as the so-called 
information transmission means of a multimedia system. For example, transmission of the 
drawing information (binary data file) to the user of the workstation device connected to the 
Local Area Network from the network facsimile machine mentioned above is realizable with an 
E-mail by using this MIME form. 

[0007]The function of this E-mail of distribution is realized by the function of the mail server 
device formed in a Local Area Network. The user is made to usually receive the E-mail, when 
reception mail is asked to a mail server device and there is an E-mail addressed to itself. The 
gestalt which the receiving gestalt of this E-mail transmits automatically in this way to the 
workstation device which the user is using from the mail server device besides the gestalt 
which a user asks to a mail server device and is received may be taken. 
[0008]By the way, in order to receive an E-mail, it must be connectable with the mail server 
device which the user has registered at least. When the workstation device connected to the 
Local Area Network can be used, since it is connectable with a mail server device from a 
workstation device, can receive an E-mail, but. When a user cannot use the workstation 
device, the workstation device is in office, for example, and when the user has gone home, the 
user cannot receive an E-mail. 

[0009]Even if it produces such a situation since an E-mail is an information transmission 
means of a storage system as mentioned above, the exchange of a message itself can be 
performed satisfactorily. However, although the user went to office from the house, changed 
into the state where a workstation device can be used and received the E-mail in the case 
where the contents of the message told by E-mail require emergency, for example, The 
contents of the message transmitted with the E-mail are difficult to use an E-mail to transfer of 
the message by which there is a possibility of producing the situation where they were 
contents which should be processed on the previous day, and this urgency is accompanied. 
[0010]This invention is made in view of this actual condition, and an object of this invention is 
to provide the control method of the network facsimile system which can improve the 
availability of an E-mail.

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[Means for Solving the Problem]This invention A function of data on a Local Area Network of 
an exchange, A network facsimile machine provided with a function of an exchange of 
facsimile information based on a facsimile-transmission procedure followed via a public 
network, In a control method of a network facsimile system which consists of a facsimile

While receiving and saving an E-mail to the user from a mail 
server using E-mail receiving pertinent information registered into the above-mentioned 
information management table about the user, When a polling Request to Send is carried out 
and an E-mail is saved about a specified user, facsimile drawing information that the contents 
of the E-mail are expressed, It is made to transmit to a facsimile machine of polling Request- 
to-Send origin.

identification information registered into the above-mentioned information management table 
about the user, When saving an E-mail about a user specified when a polling Request to Send 
was carried out [ not saving the E-mail ], facsimile drawing information that the contents of the 
E-mail are expressed is transmitted to a facsimile machine of polling Request-to-Send origin. 
[0014]Specification information on a mail server is included in said E-mail receiving pertinent 
information, and an E-mail to the user can be received to it from a mail server corresponding to 
specification information on the mail server. 

[0015]When a file of a binary format is attached to said received E-mail, it is good to also 
change the attached file into facsimile drawing information, and to make it transmit to a 
facsimile machine of polling transmitting origin. 

[0016]lt is good for said facsimile drawing information to add addition drawing information 
based on transmitting agency display information etc. which are included in header information 
of a received E-mail. 
[0017] 

[Embodiment of the lnvention]Hereafter, an embodiment of the invention is described in detail, 
referring to an accompanying drawing. 

[00181 Drawing 1 shows the network system concerning one example of this invention. This 
network system serves as apparatus connected to Local Area Network LAN from two or more 
group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn connected to public network PSTN. 
[0019]ln the figure, two or more workstation devices WS1-WSn, mail server device SM, and 
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the network facsimile machine FX are connected to Local Area Network LAN. An exchange of 
various data is possible for Local Area Network LAN between the host devices etc. which are 
connected to the Internet and connected to other Local Area Networks via router device RT. 
[0020]As opposed to the user for whom mail server device SM uses here the workstation 
devices WS1-WSn connected to Local Area Network LAN, and the network facsimile machine 
FX, Collection of an E-mail (after-mentioned) and service of distribution are provided. 
[0021 ]To the workstation devices WS1-WSn. The application software (transmitting and 
receiving processing of an E-mail, etc.) which exchanges various data via Local Area Network 
LAN, Various programs, such as application software which processes the drawing information 
included in the E-mail received from the network facsimile machine FX, are introduced, and it 
is used by the specific user. Here, a specific user may be one person or two or more users. 
[0022]The network facsimile machine FX is provided with the transmitting function of the E- 
mail in Local Area Network LAN, and the transmission functions which connect with public 
network PSTN and perform drawing information transmission by a group 3 facsimile- 
transmission procedure using this public network as a transmission line. 
[0023]The group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn connected to public network PSTN, For 
example, the user of the workstation devices WS1-WSn is a proper facsimile machine used at 
a house or a destination, and has the function to apply a group 3 facsimile-transmission 
procedure and to exchange predetermined facsimile information, via public network PSTN. 
[0024]Now, an exchange of the data between the mutual terminals fundamentally connected to 
Local Area Network LAN in this example, It is carried out by the combination (what is called a 
protocol suite) of the transmission protocol to the transport layer called what is called TCP/IP 
and the communications protocol of the upper layer beyond it applying. For example, in an 
exchange of the data of an E-mail, a communications protocol called SMTP (SimpleMail 
Transfer Protocol) is applied as a communications protocol of the upper layer. 
[0025]About communications protocols, such as TCP/IP and SMTP, a data format, a data 
structure of an E-mail, etc. It is prescribed by the RFC (Request For Comments) document 
published from the organization which is summarizing the technical contents about the Internet 
called IETF (InternetEngineering Task Force), respectively. For example, RFC793 prescribes 
TCP, IP is prescribed by RFC793 and, as for SMTP, the form of RFC821 and an E-mail is 
prescribed by RFC822, RFC1521, and RFC1522 (MIME (Multipurpose Mail Extension) form), 
respectively. 

[0026]And the network facsimile machine FX transmits the drawing information on the read 
manuscript picture to other group 3 facsimile machines via public network PSTN, or. Or he is 
trying to transmit to the user who had the drawing information on a manuscript picture 
specified by setting the drawing information on a manuscript picture to the text information of 
the E-mail of MIME form, and transmitting the E-mail to the specified user. 
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[0027]The user corresponding to the sub-address then specified is received via public network 
PSTN in the drawing information received from other group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn, It 
transmits using an E-mail or has the call forwarding service function to transmit the drawing 
information received from workstation WS of Local Area Network LAN to the group 3 facsimile 
machines FG1-FGn of public network PSTN corresponding to the specified telephone number 
etc. 

[0028]An E-mail is received from mail server device SM about the registered user, When the 
contents of the E-mail are changed into facsimile drawing information, and are saved and there 
is a polling Request to Send from the destination user of the E-mail, it also has the E-mail 
distribution function which transmits the accumulated facsimile drawing information. 
[00291 Drawing 2 shows an example of the composition of the group 3 facsimile machine FG 
(FG1-FGn). 

[0030]ln the figure, the system control part 1 performs control management of each part of this 
group 3 facsimile machine FG, and facsimile-transmission control-procedure processing, and 
the system memory 2, When executing the control processing program which the system 
control part 1 executes, and a processing program, while memorizing required various data 
etc., It is for constituting the work area of the control section 1 and the parameter memory 3 
memorizing various kinds of information peculiar to this group 3 facsimile machine FG, and the 
clock circuit 4 is for outputting current time information. 

[0031 ]The scanner 5 is for reading a manuscript picture in predetermined resolution, and it is 
for the plotter 6 carrying out the record output of the picture in predetermined resolution, and 
the operation display 7 is for operating this group 3 facsimile machine FG, and consists of 
various kinds of operation keys and various kinds of displays for indication. 
[0032]While the coding decoding section 8 carries out coding compression of the picture 
signal, it is for decrypting the drawing information by which coding compression is carried out 
to the original picture signal, and the image storage device 9 is for memorizing many drawing 
information in the state where coding compression was carried out. 
[0033]The group 3 facsimile modem 10 is for realizing the modem function of group 3 
facsimile, It has the slow-modem function (V. 21 modems) for exchanging a transmission 
protocol signal, and the fast modem function (V. 17 modems, a V.34 modem, V.29 modem, 
V.27ter modem, etc.) for mainly exchanging drawing information. 
[0034]The network control unit 1 1 is for connecting this group 3 facsimile machine FXg to 
public network PSTN, and is provided with the automatic sending-and-receiving function. 
[0035]these system control parts 1, the system memory 2, the parameter memory 3, the clock 
circuit 4, the scanner 5, the plotter 6, the operation display 7, the coding decoding section 8, 
the image storage device 9, and the group 3 facsimile modem 10 - and, The network control 
unit 1 1 is connected to the internal bus 12, and the exchange of the data between each of 
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these elements is performed mainly via this internal bus 12. 

[0036]The exchange of the data between the network control unit 1 1 and the group 3 facsimile 
modem 10 is performed directly. 

[0037] Drawing 3 shows the example of composition of the network facsimile machine FX. 
[0038]The system control part 21 in the figure The control management of each part of this 
network facsimile machine FX, And perform various control management, such as facsimile- 
transmission control-procedure processing, and the system memory 22, When executing the 
control processing program which the system control part 21 executes, and a processing 
program, while memorizing required various data etc., Constituting the work area of the system 
control part 21, the parameter memory 23 is for memorizing various kinds of information 
peculiar to this network facsimile machine FX, and the clock circuit 24 outputs current time 
information. 

[0039]The scanner 25 is for reading a manuscript picture in predetermined resolution, and the 
plotter 26, It is for carrying out the record output of the picture in predetermined resolution, and 
the operation display 7 is for operating this network facsimile machine FX, and consists of 
various kinds of operation keys and various kinds of displays for indication. 
[0040]While the coding decoding section 28 carries out coding compression of the picture 
signal, it is for decrypting the drawing information by which coding compression is carried out 
to the original picture signal, and the image storage device 29 is for memorizing many drawing 
information in the state where coding compression was carried out. 
[0041 ]The group 3 facsimile modem 30 is for realizing the modem function of group 3 
facsimile, It has the slow-modem function (V. 21 modems) for exchanging a transmission 
protocol signal, and the fast modem function (V. 17 modems, a V.34 modem, V.29 modem, 
V.27ter modem, etc.) for mainly exchanging drawing information. 

[0042]The network control unit 31 is for connecting this network facsimile machine FX to public 
network PSTN, and is provided with the automatic sending-and-receiving function. 
[0043]The Local Area Network interface circuit 32, Are this Internet facsimile machine FX for 
connecting with Local Area Network LAN, and the Local Area Network transmission control 
part 33, It is for performing communications control processing of the predetermined several 
kinds protocol suite for exchanging various data among other Data Terminal Equipments via 
Local Area Network LAN. 

[0044]these system control parts 21, the system memory 22, the parameter memory 23, the 
clock circuit 24, the scanner 25, the plotter 26, the operation display 27, the coding decoding 
section 28, the image storage device 29, the group 3 facsimile modem 30, and the network 
control unit 31 - and, The Local Area Network transmission control part 33 is connected to the 
internal bus 34, and the exchange of the data between each of these elements is performed 
mainly via this internal bus 34. 
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[0045]The exchange of the data between the network control unit 31 and the group 3 facsimile 
modem 30 is performed directly. 

[0046]Now, this network facsimile machine FX is provided with the information management 
table as shown in drawing 4 for the E-mail distribution function mentioned above. 
[0047]ID to which one element of this information management table expresses a registered 
user's identification number, It consists of a flag of operation for specifying whether the e-mail 
acquisition interval which specifies the time interval which acquires the user name and 
password, and E-mail which a registered user connects to mail server device SM, and are 
used at the time of transmission and reception of an E-mail by a second bit, and an E-mail 
distribution function are used. 

[0048] Information registration to this information management table can be performed by 
operating the network facsimile machine FX, and carrying out, or operating the arbitrary 
workstation devices WS1-WSn using the proper application for information management table 
handlings. 

[0049]About the flag of an information management table of operation, it is preferred to enable 
it to carry out on-off operation suitably from the workstation devices WS1-WSn. In that case, 
after connecting the workstation devices WS1-WSn and the network facsimile machine FX, 
being on the connection and performing a user's attestation etc. with a proper point-to-point 
connection protocol, it is good to enable it to perform setting operation of ON and OFF of a flag 
of operation. 

[0050]At this example, the user registered into the information management table can receive 
the drawing information corresponding to the E-mail addressed to himself by carrying out a 
polling request to the network facsimile machine FX using the group 3 facsimile machines 
FG1-FGn. 

[0051]Thus, an example of the procedure in the case of the group 3 facsimile machines FG1- 
FGn carrying out a polling Request to Send to the network facsimile machine FX, and 
receiving drawing information is shown in drawing 5 . 

[0052]The call origination side (in this case, group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn), Call 
origination is carried out to the receipt side (in this case, network facsimile machine FX), and if 
the receipt side carries out mail arrival detection, it sends out digital recognition signal DIS for 
notifying the predetermined called station recognition signal CED and the transmission 
functions of a self-terminal to the call origination side. 

[0053]lt sends out signal DTC for carrying out a Request to Send to the receipt side while 
sending out signal SEP which set the user ID showing the registration number of the operation 
user of a self-terminal, if the call origination side is received [ the called station recognition 
signal CED and digital recognition signal DIS of ** ]. The information for notifying the 
transmission functions of a self-terminal (call origination side) is included in this signal DTC. 
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[0054]lf signal DTC is received, when the drawing information on an E-mail is being 
accumulated, the receipt side about the user ID notified by signal SEP, The transmission 
functions then used are set up, signal DCS notifies the contents of the set-up transmission 
functions to the call origination side, the signal TCF is sent out, a predetermined modem 
training procedure is performed, and the modem speed then used is determined. 
[0055]When the call origination side has a good received result of the signal TCF, the signal 
CFR is sent out, and after the receipt side sends out the drawing information PIX on the E-mail 
accumulated corresponding to the user ID then notified to the call origination side and ending 
sending out of the drawing information PIX, thereby, it sends out the signal EOP. 
[0056]When the call origination side has a good received result of the drawing information PIX, 
the signal EOP is answered, signal MCF is sent out, and thereby, the receipt side sends out 
the signal DCN and restores a circuit. 

[0057]The call origination side will restore a circuit, if the signal DCN is received. The call 
origination side carries out the record output of the reception picture corresponding to the 
received drawing information PIX from a plotter. 

[0058]Thus, he is trying for the group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn to specify the user who 
demands reception of the drawing information on an E-mail to the network facsimile machine 
FX by transmitting the contents of user ID by signal SEP. 

[0059]With the above composition, the network facsimile machine FX starts E-mail distribution 
function processing about the user by whom using an E-mail distribution function was 
specified, i.e., each user by whom the flag of operation was set to one. An example of 
processing in this case is shown in drawing 6 . 

[0060]The network facsimile machine FX investigates whether one selection (processing 101) 
and the flag of operation registered about the user are set to one in the user from the 
memorized information management table (judgment 102). 

[0061]When the result of the judgment 102 is set to YES, it is investigated about the user 
whether E-mail distribution function processing is already started (judgment 103). About the 
selection user at that time, by the case where E-mail distribution function processing has not 
been started yet, when the result of the judgment 103 is set to NO, About the then selected 
user, E-mail distribution function processing is started (processing 104), it returns to the 
processing 101, and processing about the next user is performed. 
[0062]About the selection user, in the case where E-mail distribution function processing is 
already started, when the result of the judgment 103 is set to YES, it returns to the immediate 
processing 101 and shifts to the processing about the next user. 

[0063]When the result of the judgment 102 is set to NO, it is investigated about the selection 
user whether E-mail distribution function processing is started (judgment 105). About the 
selection user at that time, by the ** case which has started E-mail distribution function 
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processing, when the result of the judgment 105 is set to YES, The E-mail distribution function 
processing under starting is suspended about the then selected user (processing 106), it 
returns to the processing 101, and processing about the next user is performed. 
[0064]About the selection user, in the case where E-mail distribution function processing is not 
started, when the result of the judgment 1 05 is set to NO, it returns to the immediate 
processing 101 and shifts to the processing about the next user. 
[0065] Drawing 7 shows an example of E-mail distribution function processing. 
[0066]ln this E-mail distribution function processing, the contents of the target user's 
information management table are passed at the time of starting. And first, using the user 
name and password of an information management table, according to a predetermined 
procedure (for example, POP procedure), it connects with a mail server (processing 201), and 
it is asked whether the received electronic mail to the user is saved (processing 202). 
[0067]By the case where the received electronic mail is saved, when the result of the judgment 
203 is set to YES, all the received electronic mails at that time are received (processing 204). 
However, the E-mail received in this case is not deleted from a mail server. 
[0068]Subsequently, current time is set as a receiving date of an E-mail for the judgment of the 
next E-mail acquisition times (processing 205). 

[0069]And the contents of the E-mail are changed into the facsimile drawing information that it 
corresponds (processing 206). At this time, the display information on a transmit terminal can 
be constituted based on the value of the "From" field included in the header information of the 
received E-mail among TTI(s) (transm it-terminal identification information) added to the head 
of drawing information. Based on the value of "To" field included in the header information of 
an E-mail, the display information on an address can be constituted among TTI(s). 
[0070]Subsequently, it relates with the user ID of the selection user at that time, and the 
facsimile drawing information then formed is accumulated in the image storage device 29 
(processing 207). 

[0071]Thus, after ending one operation, waiting (processing 208) and after that, it returns to 
the processing 201 and the following cycle is operated until it goes through the e-mail 
acquisition interval registered into the information management table from the receiving date 
then set up. 

[0072]By the case where the received electronic mail is not saved at a mail server, when the 
result of the judgment 203 is set to NO, For the judgment of the next E-mail acquisition times, 
set current time as a receiving date of an E-mail (processing 209), and it shifts to the 
processing 208, Waiting and after that, it returns to the processing 201 and the following cycle 
is operated until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up. 

[00731 Drawing 8 shows an example of the processing at the time of the arrival of the network 
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facsimile machine FX including the case where the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail 
which was related with user ID and accumulated in the image storage device 29 is transmitted. 

[0074]First, a mail arrival response is carried out (processing 301), the signal CED and signal 
DIS are sent out (processing 302), and an order signal is received from the end of the 
beginning (processing 303). 

[0075]By the case where investigate whether signal DTC is contained in the order signal 
received at this time (judgment 304), and signal DTC is contained in the received order signal. 
When the result of the judgment 304 is set to YES, the value of user ID is taken out from the 
contents of signal SEP (processing 305), and the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail 
related with the taken-out user ID investigates whether it is accumulated in the image storage 
device 29 (judgment 306). 

[0076]By the case where the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail related with the user 
ID then specified is accumulated in the image storage device 29, when the result of the 
judgment 306 is set to YES, The transmission functions used by the polling transmission at 
that time are set up (processing 307), signal DCS which notifies the set-up transmission 
functions is sent out (processing 308), a predetermined modem training procedure is 
performed, and the modem speed then used is determined (processing 309). 
[0077]Subsequently, the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail related with the user ID 
then specified is taken out from the image storage device 29 (processing 310), and the taken- 
out facsimile drawing information is transmitted to a mating device according to a 
predetermined transmission procedure (processing 311). 

[0078]After ending transmission of facsimile drawing information, a transmission defensive 
hand's predetermined order is performed (processing 312), a circuit is restored (processing 
313) and the send action of the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail of the specified 
user ID is ended. 

[0079]By the case where the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail related with the user 
ID then specified is not accumulated in the image storage device 29, when the result of the 
judgment 306 is set to NO, Since it is a case where the facsimile drawing information which 
should be transmitted is not accumulated, a circuit is restored (processing 314) and the 
operation at this time is ended. 

[0080]By the case where signal DTC is not contained in the order signal received from the end 
of the beginning in the transmission pre procedure, when the result of the judgment 304 is set 
to NO, the usual reception is performed (processing 315). 

[0081]Thus, in this example, the flag of an information management table of operation about 
the user set to one. While accumulating the facsimile drawing information that the network 
facsimile machine FX receives an E-mail, and expresses the contents of the E-mail from mail 
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server device SM in the image storage device 29, About the user ID specified at the time of 
receipt when a polling Request to Send was carried out, when the facsimile drawing 
information on an E-mail is accumulated, Since the user can check the contents of the E-mail 
after leaving at a house, for example since he is trying to transmit the facsimile drawing 
information on the E-mail, and he can cope with the urgent situation etc., the availability of an 
E-mail expands him substantially and his user-friendliness improves. 
[0082]By the way, the file of a binary format may be attached to an E-mail as text information. 
The E-mail of such an attaching file form is called the E-mail of MIME form (there is also a 
case of multi-part MIME form.). 

[0083]For example, when it is the E-mail of MIME form with which the E-mail addressed to a 
user was sent out from another network facsimile machine, and the facsimile drawing 
information file was attached, Or the text file of the RTF (Rich Text Format; rich text) form 
acquired by changing a word processor document, In being the E-mail of MIME form with 
which the image data of the format which can be processed was attached, Since the file of the 
binary format attached is convertible for facsimile drawing information, when this E-mail is 
received, it is preferred to change the contents of the file attached into facsimile drawing 
information, and to transmit to a user. 

[0084]An example of the E-mail distribution function processing in this case is shown in 
drawing 9 . 

[0085]ln this E-mail distribution function processing, the contents of the target user's 
information management table are passed at the time of starting. And first, using the user 
name and password of an information management table, according to a predetermined 
procedure (for example, POP procedure), it connects with a mail server (processing 401), and 
it is asked whether the received electronic mail to the user is saved (processing 402). 
[0086]By the case where the received electronic mail is saved, when the result of the judgment 
403 is set to YES, all the received electronic mails at that time are received (processing 404). 
However, the E-mail received in this case is not deleted from a mail server. 
[0087]Subsequently, current time is set as a receiving date of an E-mail for the judgment of the 
next E-mail acquisition times (processing 405). 

[0088]Next, the contents of the received E-mail are analyzed. For example, when the received 
E-mail is MIME form, the contents of the attached file contained in text information investigate 
whether a conversion process is possible from the contents of the extension of the file name 
displayed to facsimile drawing information (processing 406). 

[0089]When the contents of the received E-mail are the cases of what can be processed and 
the result of the judgment 407 is set to YES, The portion of an attached file is changed into the 
original data file (processing 408), and the contents of the text information of an E-mail 
including an attached file are changed into the facsimile drawing information that it 
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corresponds (processing 409). 

[0090]At this time, the display information on a transmit terminal can be constituted based on 
the value of the "From" field included in the header information of the received E-mail among 
TTI(s) (transmit-terminal identification information) added to the head of drawing information. 
Based on the value of "To" field included in the header information of an E-mail, the display 
information on an address can also be constituted among TTI(s). 
[0091 Subsequently, it relates with the user ID of the selection user at that time, and the 
facsimile drawing information then formed is accumulated in the image storage device 29 
(processing 410). 

[0092]Thus, after ending one operation, waiting (processing 41 1) and after that, it returns to 
the processing 401 and the following cycle is operated until it goes through the e-mail 
acquisition interval registered into the information management table from the receiving date 
then set up. 

[0093]By the case where a conversion process is not possible for the contents of the attached 
file contained in the text information of the received E-mail to facsimile drawing information, 
when the result of the judgment 407 is set to NO, The E-mail then received is canceled 
(processing 412), and it shifts to the processing 41 1, it returns to the processing 401 waiting 
and after that until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up, and the following cycle is operated. 
[0094]By the case where the received electronic mail is not saved at a mail server, when the 
result of the judgment 403 is set to NO, For the judgment of the next E-mail acquisition times, 
set current time as a receiving date of an E-mail (processing 413), and it shifts to the 
processing 411 , Waiting and after that, it returns to the processing 401 and the following cycle 
is operated until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up. 

[0095]The facsimile drawing information on the E-mail accumulated in the image storage 
device 29 by the polling send action is transmitted by processing also in this case at the time of 
the same arrival as drawing 8 . 

[0096]Thus, in this example, when the file of the binary format is included in the text 
information of the E-mail (attached). While creating the facsimile drawing information which 
displays the contents of the file and accumulating in the image storage device 29, About the 
user ID specified at the time of receipt when a polling Request to Send was carried out, when 
the facsimile drawing information on an E-mail is accumulated, Since he is trying to transmit 
the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail, the user can receive the facsimile drawing 
information file sent out from another network facsimile machine, for example, and is 
dramatically convenient. 

[0097] Drawing 10 shows other examples of the information management table. 
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[0098]ID to which one element of this information management table expresses a registered 
user's identification number, The user name and password which a registered user uses to a 
mail server device at the time of transmission and reception of an E-mail, The e-mail 
acquisition interval which specifies the time interval which acquires an E-mail by a second bit, 
The flag of operation for specifying whether an E-mail distribution function is used, It consists 
of a transmitting agency mail address for restricting priority-levels [ for memorizing the priority 
value for restricting the mail server name showing the name of the mail server with which the 
user name is registered, and the E-mail to distribute ], and transmitting [ the E-mail to 
distribute ] origin. 

[0099]Here, the transmitting agency mail address can register the domain name which could 
register more than one and excluded the user name. The portion from which the column of the 
transmitting agency mail address is "N/A" means that registration information is not 
memorized. 

[0100]lnformation registration to this information management table can be performed by 
operating the network facsimile machine FX, and carrying out, or operating the arbitrary 
workstation devices WS1-WSn using the proper application for information management table 
handlings. 

[0101]About the flag of an information management table of operation, it is preferred to enable 
it to carry out on-off operation suitably from the workstation devices WS1-WSn. In that case, 
after connecting the workstation devices WS1-WSn and the network facsimile machine FX, 
being on the connection and performing a user's attestation etc. with a proper point-to-point 
connection protocol, it is good to enable it to perform setting operation of ON and OFF of a flag 
of operation. 

[0102]An example of the E-mail distribution function processing in this case is shown in 
drawing 1 1 . 

[0103]ln this E-mail distribution function processing, the contents of the target user's 
information management table are passed at the time of starting. And the mail server name of 
an information management table is acquired first (processing 501), Using the user name and 
password of an information management table, according to a predetermined procedure (for 
example, POP procedure), it connects with the mail server (processing 502), and it is asked 
whether the received electronic mail to the user is saved (processing 503). 
[0104]By the case where the received electronic mail is saved, when the result of the judgment 
504 is set to YES, all the received electronic mails at that time are received (processing 505). 
However, the E-mail received in this case is not deleted from a mail server. 
[0105]Subsequently, current time is set as a receiving date of an E-mail for the judgment of the 
next E-mail acquisition times (processing 506). 

[0106]Next, the contents of the received E-mail are analyzed. For example, when the received 
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E-mail is MIME form, the contents of the attached file contained in text information investigate 
whether a conversion process is possible from the contents of the extension of the file name 
displayed to facsimile drawing information (processing 507). 

[0107]When the contents of the received E-mail are the cases of what can be processed and 
the result of the judgment 508 is set to YES, The portion of an attached file is changed into the 
original data file (processing 509), and the contents of the text information of an E-mail 
including an attached file are changed into the facsimile drawing information that it 
corresponds (processing 510). 

[0108]At this time, the display information on a transmit terminal can be constituted based on 
the value of the "From" field included in the header information of the received E-mail among 
TTI(s) (transmit-terminal identification information) added to the head of drawing information. 
Based on the value of "To" field included in the header information of an E-mail, the display 
information on an address can also be constituted among TTI(s). 
[0109]Subsequently, it relates with the user ID of the selection user at that time, and the 
facsimile drawing information then formed is accumulated in the image storage device 29 
(processing 511). 

[01 10]Thus, after ending one operation, waiting (processing 512) and after that, it returns to 
the processing 501 and the following cycle is operated until it goes through the e-mail 
acquisition interval registered into the information management table from the receiving date 
then set up. 

[01 1 1]By the case where a conversion process is not possible for the contents of the attached 
file contained in the text information of the received E-mail to facsimile drawing information, 
when the result of the judgment 508 is set to NO, The E-mail then received is canceled 
(processing 513), and it shifts to the processing 512, it returns to the processing 501 waiting 
and after that until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up, and the following cycle is operated. 
[01 12]By the case where the received electronic mail is not saved at a mail server, when the 
result of the judgment 504 is set to NO, For the judgment of the next E-mail acquisition times, 
set current time as a receiving date of an E-mail (processing 514), and it shifts to the 
processing 512, Waiting and after that, it returns to the processing 501 and the following cycle 
is operated until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up. 

[0113]The facsimile drawing information on the E-mail accumulated in the image storage 
device 29 by the polling send action is transmitted by processing also in this case at the time of 
the same arrival as drawing 8 . 

[01 14]Thus, since receiving operation of an E-mail is performed to the mail server specified by 
a user in this case, From the arbitrary mail servers for which a user asks, can receive an E- 
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mail, can accumulate the facsimile drawing information corresponding to the contents in the 
image storage device 29, and a user, The facsimile drawing information on the E-mail can be 
taken out using the proper group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn. Such a function is effective 
when it is except a mail server with a local mail account which a user has a mail account in two 
or more mail servers, and is mainly used, for example. 

[01 15]Other examples of the E-mail distribution function processing in this case are shown in 

drawing 12 and drawing 13 . He is trying for the value of the priority arranged at the header 

information of an E-mail to restrict the E-mail to distribute in this example. 

[01 16]ln this E-mail distribution function processing, the contents of the target user's 

information management table are passed at the time of starting. And the mail server name of 

an information management table is acquired first (processing 601), Using the user name and 

password of an information management table, according to a predetermined procedure (for 

example, POP procedure), it connects with the mail server (processing 602), and it is asked 

whether the received electronic mail to the user is saved (processing 603). 

[01 17]By the case where the received electronic mail is saved, when the result of the judgment 

604 is set to YES, all the received electronic mails at that time are received (processing 605). 

However, the E-mail received in this case is not deleted from a mail server. 

[01 18]Subsequently, current time is set as a receiving date of an E-mail for the judgment of the 

next E-mail acquisition times (processing 606). 

[01 19]And the value of the "Priority" field included in the header information of the received E- 
mail or the "X-Priority" field is taken out, and it is investigated whether the value is larger than 
the priority levels of an information management table (processing 607). 
[0120]By the case where the value of the priority contained in the header information of an E- 
mail is larger than priority levels, when the result of the judgment 608 is set to YES, the 
contents of the received E-mail are analyzed. For example, when the received E-mail is MIME 
form, the contents of the attached file contained in text information investigate whether a 
conversion process is possible from the contents of the extension of the file name displayed to 
facsimile drawing information (processing 609). 

[0121]When the contents of the received E-mail are the cases of what can be processed and 
the result of the judgment 610 is set to YES, The portion of an attached file is changed into the 
original data file (processing 61 1), and the contents of the text information of an E-mail 
including an attached file are changed into the facsimile drawing information that it 
corresponds (processing 612). 

[0122]At this time, the display information on a transmit terminal can be constituted based on 
the value of the "From" field included in the header information of the received E-mail among 
TTI(s) (transmit-terminal identification information) added to the head of drawing information. 
Based on the value of "To" field included in the header information of an E-mail, the display 
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information on an address can also be constituted among TTI(s). 
[0123]Subsequently, it relates with the user ID of the selection user at that time, and the 
facsimile drawing information then formed is accumulated in the image storage device 29 
(processing 613). 

[0124]Thus, after ending one operation, waiting (processing 614) and after that, it returns to 
the processing 601 and the following cycle is operated until it goes through the e-mail 
acquisition interval registered into the information management table from the receiving date 
then set up. 

[0125]When the result of the judgment 608 is set to NO by the case where the value of the 
priority contained in the header information of an E-mail is smaller than the specified priority 
levels, Or by the case where a conversion process is not possible for the contents of the 
attached file contained in the text information of the received E-mail to facsimile drawing 
information, when the result of the judgment 610 is set to NO. The E-mail then received is 
canceled (processing 615), and it shifts to the processing 614, it returns to the processing 601 
waiting and after that until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the 
information management table from the receiving date then set up, and the following cycle is 
operated. 

[0126]By the case where the received electronic mail is not saved at a mail server, when the 
result of the judgment 604 is set to NO, For the judgment of the next E-mail acquisition times, 
set current time as a receiving date of an E-mail (processing 616), and it shifts to the 
processing 614, Waiting and after that, it returns to the processing 601 and the following cycle 
is operated until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up. 

[0127]The facsimile drawing information on the E-mail accumulated in the image storage 
device 29 by the polling send action is transmitted by processing also in this case at the time of 
the same arrival as drawing 8 . 

[0128]Thus, in this example, since the E-mail with which the priority was small set up rather 
than the priority levels specified by a user is canceled, it can receive only the important E-mail 
for which a user asks with the group 3 facsimile machines FG1-FGn, and is useful. 
[0129]The E-mail distribution function processing and also other examples in this case are 
shown in drawing 14 and drawing 15 . He is trying for the transmission source information 
arranged at the header information of an E-mail to restrict the E-mail distributed to a facsimile 
machine in this example. 

[0130]ln this E-mail distribution function processing, the contents of the target user's 
information management table are passed at the time of starting. And the mail server name of 
an information management table is acquired first (processing 701), Using the user name and 
password of an information management table, it connects with the mail server (processing 
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902), and asks whether the received electronic mail to the user is saved according to a 
predetermined procedure (for example, POP procedure), and they are 7 ****** (processing 
703). 

[0131]By the case where the received electronic mail is saved, when the result of the judgment 
704 is set to YES, all the received electronic mails at that time are received (processing 705). 
However, the E-mail received in this case is not deleted from a mail server. 
[01 32]Subsequently„ current time is set as a receiving date of an E-mail for the judgment of the 
next E-mail acquisition times (processing 706). 

[0133]And when it investigates whether information effective in the transmitting agency mail 
address of an information management table is included (judgment 707) and the result of the 
judgment 707 is set to YES. It is inspected whether the value of the "From" field included in the 
header information of the received E-mail is compared with a transmitting former mail address, 
and it is contained in the specified transmitting agency mail address (processing 708). By the 
case where information effective in the transmitting agency mail address of an information 
management table is not included, when the result of the judgment 707 is set to NO, 
processing 708 of a transmitting agency inspection is not performed. 
[0134]By the case where it is contained in the transmitting agency mail address as which the 
value of the "From" field included in the header information of the received E-mail was 
specified, when the result of the judgment 709 is set to YES, the contents of the received E- 
mail are analyzed. For example, when the received E-mail is MIME form, the contents of the 
attached file contained in text information investigate whether a conversion process is possible 
from the contents of the extension of the file name displayed to facsimile drawing information 
(processing 710). 

[0135]When the contents of the received E-mail are the cases of what can be processed and 
the result of the judgment 71 1 is set to YES, The portion of an attached file is changed into the 
original data file (processing 712), and the contents of the text information of an E-mail 
including an attached file are changed into the facsimile drawing information that it 
corresponds (processing 713). 

[0136]At this time, the display information on a transmit terminal can be constituted based on 
the value of the "From" field included in the header information of the received E-mail among 
TTI(s) (transmit-terminal identification information) added to the head of drawing information. 
Based on the value of "To" field included in the header information of an E-mail, the display 
information on an address can also be constituted among TTI(s). 
[0137]Subsequently, it relates with the user ID of the selection user at that time, and the 
facsimile drawing information then formed is accumulated in the image storage device 29 
(processing 714). 

[0138]Thus, after ending one operation, waiting (processing 715) and after that, it returns to 
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the processing 701 and the following cycle is operated until it goes through the e-mail 
acquisition interval registered into the information management table from the receiving date 
then set up. 

[0139]By the case where it is not contained in the transmitting agency mail address as which 
the value of the "From" field included in the header information of the received E-mail was 
specified. When the result of the judgment 709 is set to NO, Or by the case where a 
conversion process is not possible for the contents of the attached file contained in the text 
information of the received E-mail to facsimile drawing information, when the result of the 
judgment 71 1 is set to NO. The E-mail then received is canceled (processing 716), and it shifts 
to the processing 715, it returns to the processing 701 waiting and after that until it goes 
through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information management table from 
the receiving date then set up, and the following cycle is operated. 

[0140]By the case where the received electronic mail is not saved at a mail server, when the 
result of the judgment 704 is set to NO, For the judgment of the next E-mail acquisition times, 
set current time as a receiving date of an E-mail (processing 717), and it shifts to the 
processing 715, Waiting and after that, it returns to the processing 701 and the following cycle 
is operated until it goes through the e-mail acquisition interval registered into the information 
management table from the receiving date then set up. 

[0141]The facsimile drawing information on the E-mail accumulated in the image storage 
device 29 by the polling send action is transmitted by processing also in this case at the time of 
the same arrival as drawing 8 . 

[0142]Thus, in this example, since the E-mail received from the transmitting origin of those 
other than the transmitting agency mail address specified by a user is canceled, it can receive 
only the important E-mail for which a user asks with a facsimile machine, and is useful. 
[0143]Although the E-mail judged to be transmission needlessness is canceled in each 
example mentioned above, since an E-mail is not deleted from a mail server at the time of E- 
mail reception, the user can receive appropriately the E-mail which was not forwarded in each 
example mentioned above. 

[01 44] Although a detailed description is not carried out, the example which combined suitably 

the function of each example mentioned above can be constituted similarly. 

[0145] 

[Effect of the lnvention]As explained above, according to this invention, the flag of an 
information management table of operation about the user set to one. While accumulating the 
facsimile drawing information that a network facsimile machine receives an E-mail and 
expresses the contents of the E-mail from a mail server device in an image storage device, 
About the user ID specified at the time of receipt when a polling Request to Send was carried 
out, when the facsimile drawing information on an E-mail is accumulated, Since the user can

check the contents of the E-mail after leaving at a house, for example since he is trying to 
transmit the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail, and he can cope with the urgent 
situation etc., the availability of an E-mail expands him substantially and he acquires the effect 
that user-friendliness improves. 

[0146]When the file of the binary format is included in the text information of the E-mail 
(attached), While creating the facsimile drawing information which displays the contents of the 
file and accumulating in an image storage device, About the user ID specified at the time of 
receipt when a polling Request to Send was carried out, when the facsimile drawing 
information on an E-mail is accumulated, Since he is trying to transmit the facsimile drawing 
information on the E-mail, the user can receive the facsimile drawing information file sent out 
from another network facsimile machine, for example, and also acquires the effect of being 
very convenient. 

[0147]Since receiving operation of an E-mail is performed to the mail server specified by a 
user, From the arbitrary mail servers for which a user asks, can receive an E-mail, can 
accumulate the facsimile drawing information corresponding to the contents in an image 
storage device, and a user, Since the facsimile drawing information on the E-mail can be taken 
out using proper group 3 facsimile machine, For example, a user has a mail account in two or 
more mail servers, and when it is except a mail server with a local mail account mainly used, 
the effect of being convenient is also acquired. 

[0148]Since the E-mail with which the priority was small set up rather than the priority levels 
specified by a user is canceled, only the important E-mail for which a user asks can be 
received with group 3 facsimile machine, and the effect of being convenient is also acquired. 
[0149]Since the E-mail received from the transmitting origin of those other than the transmitting 
agency mail address specified by a user is canceled, only the important E-mail for which a 
user asks can be received with a facsimile machine, and the effect of being convenient is also 
acquired.
